So much of a 
sensational character has been pub- 
lished regarding the cvonditions in the 
Chicago packinghouses, much of which 
is untrue, that the public generally 
will be disappointed.

fate that it reports upon nothing which 
it actually did not see for itself, It 
was not sent to Chicago to investigate 
the charges contained in ‘‘The Jun- 
gle,’’ but in articles written by sev- 
eral members of the medical frater- 
nity, of which ‘‘The Jungle ’”’ probably 
had been the basis. Of course, the 
commission had read ‘‘The Jungle, 
and the statements and charages there- 
in contained were found to be grossly 
exaggerated, or referring to conditions 
which existeed in years past and do not 
obtain today. 


Commission Open-Minded. 


‘The commission went to Chicago 
with an open mind, determined to re- 
ort only upon what it might see for 
tself. Upton Sinclair knew of its de- 
parture and sent representatives to 
Chicago to aid the commission. j 

The report discusses: , The conditions 
of packing houses; the methods ob- 
served in slaughttring and cutting; the 
canning industry; and the character of 
inspectors, the reliability, and the ex- 
tent of the work they do. 

The condition oř the half dozen 
packing houses inspected the report de- 
scribes in many cases as ‘‘ filthy, insan- 
itary, and unhygenic.’’? The walls and 
floors of some rooms were found satur- 
ated with blood and grease, making 
them capable of conveying disease. In 
several houses the toilets were in close 
proximity to the cutting rooms. Tho 
employees after using toilets returned 
to their work without going thru the 
formality of washing their hands. 
There was no attempt to exercise the 
most ordinary cleanliness, 


Commission Barred. 


The commission was not allowed to 
inspect all the rooms, some being closed 
because of an alleged lack of work. 
There was no ventilation in some of 
the rooms, with the natural result that 
nauseating odors prevailed. In one 
room, the commission found two win- 
dows, walled up and the explanation 
was made that this had been done for 
insurance reasons, 


The commissions did not find any 
vats with false bottoms or the use of 
meat for food products which had been 
condemned by government inspectors. 

It found the employees as careless in 
handling meat as they were careless 
about their personal habits. They ex- 
eo on the floor and it frequently 

appened that parts of the meat 
chopped on the block fell into the spit- 
tle. The danger that the bacilli of 
tuberculosis scattered by consumptives 
among the employees would affix them- 
selves to meatand thus convey disease 
from one end of the country to the othe 
is self-evident. The men walking about 
the rooms could easily gather the bacll- 
li on their boots and transmit them to 
the meat when they touched the car- 
casses. 


Attention is called to the way in 
which competition is encouraged be- 
tween. thə different rooms, The natural 
effort of each foreman is to make a 
better record than the others, He works 
the men to the utmost and is disposed t~ 
throw away as little meat, event tho de- 
cayed, as is absolutely necessary. 


Canning Department. 


_The commission found deplorable con- 
ditions in the canning departments. 
The meat used was open to suspicion, 
and one part of five was in many cases 
bad and unfit for use as food. he in- 
gredients of the cans frequently were 
not what they were advertised to be, 
The commission makes no mention of 
preservativese because it did not have 
a chance to investigate the charge that 
chemicals were used to deodorize meat 
or to give it a flavor or color necessary 
to ddeeaive the public. The women 
employed in the canning department 
worked in a temperature of about freez- 
ing. The steam rises from the cans 
and condenses upon the ceiling, falling 

drops upon them. 


What is known as ‘‘summer sausage’’ 
particularly nauseated Messrs.s Neill 
and Reynolds. They have denied that 
poisoned rats had been deliberately 
thrown into the meat choppers, but 
they stated to the president that rats 
which had not been poisoned had ac- 
cidentally got into the choppers. It 
is not known whether they included 
this point in their report. 


Deceit Practiced. 


, The report criticizes the deceit prac- 
ticed upon the American people by the 
affixing of the government stamp to 
meat products which leaves the pac ing 
house. As a matter of fact, the onl 
inspections of meat used for domestic 
consumption are those it receives be- 
fore and after the death of the animal 
and not when it passes thru the various 
stages of slaughtering, cutting up and 
canning. In consequence, the housewife 
who buys.a piece of meat from a car- 
cass marked with the government stamp 
is deceived into the belief it is pure 
and fit for food. It was so originally, 
That is the most that can be said for it. 
With the meat prepared for export a 
different -condition exists. “This is in- 
spected from. beginning to end. The 
effect is that foreigners obtain pure 
meat at all times from American pack-

Strikers Start Trouble, 


Naco, Ariz., June 2—A race riot 
raged yesterday between Mexicans and 
ericans at Cananea, Mexico. Re- 
ports piata the killed at from fifty to 
two hundred, many of whom were 
Americans, Quiet, according to late 
reports, has been partially restored, the 
ringleaders of the Mexican strikers of 
the Greene Mining compan » who 
caused the trouble, having fled to the 
hills. But the kurernor of Sonora, Mex- 
ico, has appealed to the United States 
government for armed assistance and 
great excitement prevails, armed bodies 
of Americans being rushed across the 
border to the rescue of those endan- 
gered by the turbulent Mexicans. Ad- 
vices say that following the armed 
clash Mexicans burned property valued 
at $250,000, including the lumber yards 
and general offices of the Greene Min- 
ing, company. 
he Mexicans then left the lumber 
yard and dynamited a powder house 
near the Sonora hotel te secure arms 
and ammunition, Here the Mexican 
teens Attacked tre mob and a fierce 
attle ensued, several officers and a 
dozen strikers being killed, 


Clash with Customs Officers. 


A train carrying 100 men left Naco 
for Cananea last night. Twenty-five 
armed men came from Bisbee and ‘are 
guarding the American line here. 

There was fighting between this 

arty and Mexican customs officers. 

he posses started to cross the -line 
a few miles below Naco and were fired 
on by Mexicans in ambush. One man 
named Buckner was shot thru the arm 
and several men are missing. Shots 
are frequently heard and it is feared 
others may be killed or hurt. It is not 
known whether any ambushed Mexi- 
cans were killed. 

When the last train left Cananea 
Colonel Greene’s residence was being 
barricaded and all the remaining Amer- 
icans were gathering there and arming 
for defense. The Presbyterian church 
near the Greene residence is also filled 
with people and, barricaded. The 
Americans are said to be seriously 
handicapped by lack of ammunition. 


Mexicans Menacing. 


The number of striking Mexicans is 
estimated at 5,000, and they were mak- 
ing threats against all Americans when 
the last train pulled out from the camp. 
There are fifty to seventy-five Mexi- 
can police in Cananea and they are 
doing what they can to quell the dis- 
turbance. Urgent messages have been 
sent to Washington. 

It is said that United States Consul 
Galbraith wired to the state depart- 
ment that his life and that of all Amer- 
icans in the camp are in danger. Colo- 
nel Greene has telephoned for every 
available armed man that can be se- 
curéd at Bisbee and Douglas. ile 
the crowd was gathering yesterday 
Colonel Greene rode down the crowded 
streets in his automobile and told the 
men that he could not concede their 
demands: There is grave fear that an 
attempt will be made to destroy the 
great reduction plant of the Greene 
‘company at Cananea, which cost mill- 
ions of. dollars. It would require 
manv years to replace it. 

Two trains loaded with refugees are 
now en route here from Cananea and 


will go to Bisbee. 


Mexican Troops Hn Route. 


, Governor Ysabel of Sonora is hurry- 
ing here from Hermosilla, the capital 
of the state, and will met here by 
the Bisbee torce, who will accompany 
him to Cananea. 

There has been bad blod at Cananea 
for some time and only a month ago the 
home of the superintendent of the mine 
was dynamited hy unknown persons, 
One of the policemen of the city was 
killed by an American who claimed it 
was a personal grievance he had against 
the Mexican. 


APPEAL TO UNITED STATES 
America Urged to Send Troops to 


- Oananea. 


Washington, June 2.—The state de- 
artment has received a most urgent 
elegraphic appeal for help from 
American Consul Galbraith at Cananea, 
Mex., in which the consul says: 

‘Rid from the United States is ab- 
solutely essential.’’ 

The state department also has re- 
ceived direct application from_the gov- 
ernor of the state of Sonora, Mex., for 
help from the American side, a most 
extraor occurrence.

FLOUR ON MARKET 


Nine Thousand Tons, Surplus 
from Relief Gifts, to 
Be Sold. 


MINNEAPOLIS MILLERS 
ASTOUNDED AT ACTIO, 


Declare the Reduced Price and thg 
Big Supply May Hurt 
Trade. 


Utter astonishment followed by § 
feeling of injured pride and resentanent 
about covers the state of mind of the 
Minneapolis milling trade, as a result 
of reported action of the central relief 
committee of San Francisco, which 
finds itself with a surplus of abont 
9,000 tons of flour on hand, and pro- 
poses to sell Minneapolis flour rushed 
out to the stricken city at the time of 
greatest stress. 

This feeling of astonishment followed 
the receipt today of this extract from 
the columns of a recent copy of the 
San Francisco Chronicle: 

**Three of the big milling com 
have formed a pool to relieve the 
finance committee of something like 
9,000 tons of flour that has been. accu- 
mulating in San Francisco during the 
pe few weeks. Shipments of flour 

egan to arrive here from Minneso 

Kansas and all parts of the coun 

within a few days after San Francis 
co’s appeal for aid went ont to the 
world, and the flour shipments soon 
reached such proportions that the aus 
thorities in charge of the relief sup 
plies were soon confronted with th 
serious problem of finding ways an 
means to dispose of the surplus. `~- 


90,000-Barrel Surplus. 


‘The finance committee, which now 
has charge of all oy es, found that 
it had 9,000 tons of flour on hand, on 
something like 90,000 barrels. 1 
some days the situation has been com 
sidered quite alarming. The flour sup 
ply was 80 greatly excess of the 
city’s requirements, and the storage 
facilities in and about the city were sa 
inadequate that the finance committee 
determined to convert some of the 
flour into cash. Another important 
consideration prompted this decision. 
The accumulation of flour in the hands 
of the relief authorities was beginning 
to have a very depressing effect on the 
flour market, 

‘‘The milling interests then came to 
the committee’s relief by offering to 
take over-all of the surplus flour not 
needed in relieving the wants of the 
i d the local bakeries. 
rice ed for the flour 
arrel, so that the deal will 
bring- ap Š 000: inte~the 
coffers of the finance committee. _ 

‘*Phe fact that the finance committee 
ig disposing of the flour at consider- 
ably less than the cheapest grades of 
local flour is explained by the fact that 
all of the flour will have to go back to 
the mill and be put thru the hoppers 
again, and then resacked, It will than 
be shipped to China, London and other 
foreign markets.’’ 


What the Millers Say. 


At the office of the big milling 
companies, the Pillsbury-Washburn, 
Washburn-Crosby and Consolidated, the 
matter was discussed. Charles C. Bovey, 
and John Washburn of the Washburn- 
Crosby company were inclined to wait 
for a further detailed statement of 
the situation in San Francisco before 
iving expression to opinion.

Effect on the Market. 


H. E. Fairchild of the  Pillsb 
Washburn company says: ‘‘It is evle 
dent that the San ncisco committee, 
concerned only with the affairs of that 
city, has given little thought to the 
effect of their proposed actions, It 
would be demoralizing upon” the mar- 
kets and the full effect might not wear 
off for a long time. The Minneapolis 
milling companies have agencies and 
resident salesmen everywhere. The 
turning loose of a great quantity of 
flour, to. go out in various directions 
at slaughter prices, was a contingency 
not calculated upon when the con- 
tributions were made.’’

The high grade Minneapol 
product sent out costs almost $4 in
